1 . THIS MESSAGE HAS BEEN PREPARED JOINTLY BY THE DEPARTMENTS 
OF STATE AND DEFENSE. 

2. PARA 5 OF REFTEL A REPEATED THE TEXT OF PRESIDENT 
CARTER'S LETTER TO ALL US AMBASSADORS OUTLINING THEIR 
RESPONSIBILITIES AND AUTHORITY. THE LETTER SUPERSEDES 
SIMILAR LETTERS BY PRESIDENTS' NIXON AND KENNEDY. 

3. PARAGRAPH 3 A OF REFTEL A HAS STIMULATED QUESTIONS 
REGARDING THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN MILITARY PERSONNEL 
ASSIGNED TO SECURITY ASSISTANCE MANAGEMENT 
RESPONSIBILITIES IN US DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS ABROAD AND 
VARIOUS ELEMENTS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE. 

4. THE PRESIDENT'S LETTER DOES NOT ADDRESS THE RELATION- 
SHIP BETWEEN US GOVERNMENT PERSONNEL ASSIGNED TO US 
DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS AND THEIR RESPECTIVE DEPARTMENTS, 

AGENCIES, AND SERVICES. IT FOCUSES, RATHER, ON THE 
RESPONSIBILITY AND AUTHORITY OF THE CHIEF OF THE US DIPLO- 
MATIC MISSION OVER SUCH PERSONNEL-WHICH HAS NOT CHANGED. 

REGARDING MILITARY PERSONNEL, THE PRESIDENT STATED "APART

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MANDER AND DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE PERSONNEL SECONDED TO 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS," THE CHIEF OF THE DIPLOMATIC

1 . THIS MESSAGE HAS BEEN PREPARED IOINTLY BY THE DEPARTMENTS 
OF STATE AND DEFENSE. 

2. PARA 5 OF REFTEL A REPEATED THE TEXT OF PRESIDENT 
CARTER'S LETTER TO ALL US AMBASSADORS OUTLINING THEIR 
RESPONSIBILITIES AND AUTHORITY. THE LETTER SUPERSEDES 
SIMILAR LETTERS BY PRESIDENTS' NIXON AND KENNEDY. 

3. PARAGRAPH 3 A OF REFTEL A HAS STIMULATED QUESTIONS 
REGARDING THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN MILITARY PERSONNEL 
ASSIGNED TO SECURITY ASSISTANCE MANAGEMENT 
RESPONSIBILITIES IN US DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS ABROAD AND

4. THE PRESIDENT'S LETTER DOES NOT ADDRESS THE RELATION-

5. THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE SECRETARY OF DEFENSE IN 
THE FIELD OF SECURITY ASSISTANCE ARE SPECIFIED IN SECTION 
623 OF THE FOREIGN ASSISTANCE ACT, AS AMENDED, AND SECTION 
42(D) OF THE ARMS EXPORT CONTROL ACT. THE REQUIREMENT FOR 
DOD COMPONENTS TO ASSIST THE SECRETARY OF DEFENSE IN THE
